Chief of Police Gerk, when hig 
attention was called to the ordie 
nance, said the police would take 
no action. “Mayor Miller approved 
the signs,” the Chief said. “The 
Mayor told Col. Orrick, president of 
the Police Board, that the opening 
of the new theater was a matter of 
civic pride and therefore the signs 
were all right.” 

A similar use of the light poles 
for advertising was made when 
the Ambassador Theater was 
opened. Candidates for public of- 
fice also have used the public 
property for their announcements, 
Kiecently when the new concrete 
poles were installed signs advertia- 
ing Mayor Miller, the contractor 
and a supply company decorated 
the poles. The City Counselor rulea

“No permit for the signs was 
granted and I don't know anything 
about it,” George B. Heath, super- 


intendent of lighting, told a Poste 


Dispatch reporter. “You know 
how it is,” he added, “they just put

Offer to Lay Down Arms Said to 
Have Been Ruse to Get 
Marines Away. 

By the Associated Press. 

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, Jan. 
90.—An alleged plan of Augustino 
Sandino to overthrow the new Lib- 
eral Government of Nicaragua 
after giving the appearance of 
abandoning the warfare which he 
has waged for two years was dis- 
closed here yesterday. Iroylan 
Turcios, who has been the general 
representative abroad of the in- 
surgent leader, resigned rather 
than subscribe to these methods, 
it is reported. 

Sandino is said to have outlined 
the plan last December in a letter 
to Turcios. He would agree to 
cease fighting and leave the coun- 
try .provided all United States 
troops evacuated Nicaragua. San- 
dino was to discharge his men and 
surrender, apparently, his arms to 
President Jose Maria Moncada as 
soon as the Marines had left the 
departments of Esteli, Matagalpa, 
jinotega and Nueva Segvia. 

Sandinu. however, according to 
the Jatest report, planned to sur- 
render only part of the arms and 
hide his main armament in the 
mountains; his men would remain | 
in these four northern depart- 
ments, apparently dedicated to ag- 
ricultural work but in_ reality 
ready for a call from their leader. 
Sandino would go to Mexico and 
while total evacuation was being 
completed by United States troops 
‘he would secretly organize a strong | 
maritime expedition. Once Nica- ! 
ragua was clear of its northern | 
defenders, he would attack the im- 
portant seaport of Corinto while 
his former army, reorganized, 
would join him and march to the 
capital.

(Dem.), Mississipp!, proposed that 
cotton one-and-one-sixteenth inches 
in length bear a duty of 7 cents a 
pound and as the length increases 
a higher tariff be applied until one- 
and-five-eighths;inch cotton bears 
a duty of 24 cents a pound. 

Except in the emergency tariff 
act of 1921, which carried a rate of 
7 cents on cotton one-and-three- 
eighths inches and longer, raw 
cotton has been duty free. Whit- 
tington said American production 
of long staple cotton in 1928 was 
700,000 bales while imports were 
201,856 from Egypt, 62,000 from 
China; 23,000 from Peru: 22,000 
from Mexico and 1667 from other 
countries.
